Our Weequahic boys and girls track teams had a vigorous indoor track season. Our 
boys and girls stood up and answered all calls of competition, know matter where they 
competed. 

The boy’s team kicked off the season by winning the first meet at the Queen of Peace, 
Polar Bear Meet. They won almost every event on that cold, rainy day. 

In the mountains of New York State, at West Point, Regina Trotter won the 55 meter 
dash and placed second in the 300 meters. The two mile relay team placed fifth for the 
bronze medal and the “A” апа 'B'' team of the 800 meter relay teams placed 2nd and 
4th respectively, after a brief fight with some of the New York teams. 

The Seton Hall Relays were another intense track meet. Teams from Washington, 
D.C., New York and Virginia were shown who is in control of New Jersey. Weequahic won 
the 800 meter relay, best time - 1 minute 55.5 seconds; third in the two mile relay and 
fourth in the one mile relay. 

Our Essex County Relay Championship brought on the two best teams in the state, 
Weequahic and East side.

The N.J. State Relay Group III belongs to the Weequahic 
boys. 

Pinceton Invitational was a top shelf track meet. Once again, Weequahic's 800 meter 
relay team won the event. We were 4th in the one mile relay due to a dropped baton. Fourth 
in the high hurdles and fourth in the Distance Mile Relay. 

Ridgewood High School invited the track team to set their track on fire. The girls won 
the 55 meters, the 55 High Hurdles and the 500 meters. The boys won the Sophomore 
55 meter dash, 2nd in the 600 metered and second in the 500 meters and won the 1 mile 
relay. 

Time to fight? Yes, it was. Essex county individual track meet was a duel with East 
Side, again. Jermaine Thompson was 4th in the 55 meter dash, Dimion Hart was 2nd in 
the 400 meters, Keith Barker was 5rd in the 400 meters and Ali Roberts placed 5th. Bishara 
Abdul- Hamid was 3rd in the 800 meters and the one mile relay team walked away with 
another victory in that event. 

Regina Trotter won the 55 meter dash and the 400 meter dash. Sabrina Kennedy was 
second in the 55 meter hurdles. The girls were second in the one mile relay. 

Going back to Princeton University for the boys individual championship, our team 
decided to fall asleep. The best we could place was sixth in the 55 meters and fifth in the 
400 meters. Sabrina Kennedy was 5th in the high jump and Regina Trotter was third in 
the 400 meters. She won the 55 meters in Group Ill. 

At the meet of Champions, Regina Trotter was declared the best in the state in the 
55 meter dash and second in the 400 meters. Keith Barker was 6th in the 400 meter dash. 
The girl's 1 mile relay received a fourth place. The boy's won the title of being the best 
one mile relay team in the state. 

The Eastern track meet is one ofthe biggest on the Eastern Coast. The boys 800 meter 
relay team was second with Jermaine Thompson, Drayten Denson, Keith Barker, and Ali 
Roberts, it'S members. The one mile relay consisting of Eddie Green, Bishara Abdul-Ham- 
id, Dexter Barker, and Dimion Hart placed third. The Freshmen team won every track meet 
they entered on the relay and individual basis.
